The Havre ile Cmi-e ini^etine. whieh will l»e eon- 
iliK-teil by the Harforil Aitrii-ultural anil Breislers’ 
.A's.M-iatioii. will lieiciu on Tuesday and continue to 
the end of the month. Havre ile tlrai-e racinK will 
be followeil b.v the October meeting of the Mary- 
land State Bair t'oritoration at latnnd Park, and 
then istme the November meetings of the Maryland 
4iM-ke.v rinb and the Southern Maryland Agricul- 
tiiral AssiM-iation at I’imliin and Howie. The 
eastern wasoii will wind up at Bowie ipi November 
Wt. . 

Situated about midway tietween Wilmington and 
Baltimore on the main lines of the Baltimore & 
ttliio and Pennsylvania railroads, and readied by thi‘ 
famous state roads which have niaile Mnr>'laud 
polHilar with automobilists all over the country, 
Havre de Orai-e is the most ai-i-essihle town in the 
eastern tide water. Also it is one of the most 
attractive. Tlie race track oci-iiph-s a promontory 
that juta abruptly out into placid Chesaiieake Bay, 
aiwl tlie laudsi-a|ie is a variation of wooded hills 
and watery expanses. 

The climate Is alwa.vs gis.l and at this season the 
country is beautifully green. The climate is so 
eiinable, in fact, that luan.v horsemen have made the 
staliles of Havre ile tirace track tlie permanent 
alssles of their horsi-s. Several hundreil of the run- 
ners that will take part in the September racing 
here ami tlien pass on to I.,aurel Park came down 
from Yonkers at the end of J 11 I.V pretty well 
kniH-keil out b.v their campnigns on the inetn<|iolitan 
tracks. These horses have fresheneil wonderfully. 
Morinver. there has been a marked improvement in 
the l■onditioIl of some of the stables that have ar- 
rivisl from Saratoga in the past ten da.vs. 

WILL HAVE COMPETITION. 

Havre de Gnii-e will have New Y'ork coni|ietilion 
thnaighiMit the September mei'ting. and I.diurel Park 
will have com|M‘tilion to (K-tobi‘r IKS. But Ni*\v York 
racing this fall will help, not injure, the sisirt in 
Maryland. With no racing in Canada there are more 
t horoughbreils in tlie east now than could iiossibl.v 
lie provideil for on one r.iciiig cin-uit. Moreover, 
Havre de Graie derives its siipiiort mainly from 
Philadelphia ami Baltimore, and I.aiurel Park is 
maiiitaiiieil by the fiatronuge of Baltimore and 
Wasiiington.

JOHREN 



Whether Johreii is the liest tlir<*e-yeiir-old of 1918 or not. the fact that he is a downright gisKl on<* 
is not disputeil. We have no Colin. S.vsonby, Hindisi, Hanover or Luke Blackburn in this year’.s 
racing. Such sii|N*rex<sdlent phenomenons make their aiiiieamnce but seldom. But the racing of each 
recurring year is illumined by its stars and in Sun Briar. Joliren, Jack Hare Jr.. War Cloud. Motor Cop 
and Sunny Slois* we have a group of warriors of the tripk of that age of sutlieient s|S‘ed and stamina to 
arouse the iiride of any owner. 

Johren is one of the results of H. P. Whitney's iiolicy of sending his choice liriMHlmares to England 
and mating them with such fashionable sires of the time as Bayardo. S|iearniint. Cylgad. Willonyx. 
Tra«s*ry, St. Victrix and others of the bluest IiIimmI and illustrious racing records. S|M‘arniint. the sire of 
Johisui, is generally ac<-re<lited with having lieen one of the liest Epsom Derby winners of moilern times. 
He was not ra<-ed much, only starting tl%e times in all. His great exisllence as a race horse was not 
made manifest until he was a three-.veiir-ohl. which was in IHtMi. Tiien he started in only two r.ices. 
but he won them Isith and they were the gn-atest prizes of English and French r.iciiig. the Epsom Derby 
and the tirand Prix ile Paris. Spearmint’s sire. Carbine, was one of the true monarchs of the turf, one 
of the greatest race horses of all time and all lands. His feat of winning the Melbounie Cup, at two 
miles in 3:L*8>4. under such incn-dible weight as 14."i pounds, is a landmark in racing history. 

Ijist year it was rumored that in Johren and Flags Mr. Whitney jKjssessed a pair of two-year-olds of 
more than average merit, but public desire to see them in racing was not gratilied. Why they were savisl 
until this .vear Itefore l>eing started has not been made public, but it must lie said that the accuracy of 
the reimrts in regard to their ability to run fast have been amplji’ verified. 

Johren’s debut in racing was by no means of the impressive onler. In fact, he ran in ten races before 
he was crowned with a victor’s laurels. He was slow of development and probably had to be raced into 
condition. His first start was at Havre de tJrace. April 1«. in a dash of five-eighths of a mile for 
three-year-olds, in which he brought up next to last. Dr. Johnson winning in 1:«0%, with Compadr>‘ 
st^cond and .Nepiierhan third. April LI) he ran iinplacsd to George Starr, Sweep Up II. and Foreground, at 
five and a half furlongs in 1:0*!. At three-quarters three days later he did lietter by running second to 
Duke of Devonshire in over a heavy track, with Jack of Stmdes and ten more common ones l>ehiiid 

him. His first really promising race came next. This was in the Susquehanna Handicap, at a mile and 
seventy jardit _Ue curried 98 pounds aud-wa» ri d do n b.v littht C. Merglec. Cudgel. 12« ponndK, n-oii Uy 
length and a half in 1:44%, with Damrosch second, a neck in front of Johren. Ileiidrie, Barry SIninnon. 
Iron Cross II. and Hauberk ran unplaced. At the Pimlico me<-ting he was rats-d strenuously, but did not 
win. Still he liuttled out the finishes of most of his contests in promising fashion. He ran second to 
.\rrah Go On, at a mile in 1;41’%: second to Cudgel in the Merchants’ Handicap, at a mile and sl.\ty yards 
in 1:43%, defeating Crank and nine others, 100 pounds on him to 130 on Cudgel; second to Kate Bright 
at three-quarters in 1:13%. Then he ran unplaced to Bondage, Mary Maud and Damrosch. at a mile and 
a sixteenth; third to latniiis and Flags, at a mile in 1:40, and wound up his Pimlico campaign by run- 
ning fourth in that division of the Preakness Stakes won b.v War Cloud, with Sunny Slope se«-ond and 
Lanins third. Altogether his record on the Maryland tracks was the n-verse of gaudy and decidedly not 
suggestive of future celebrity. 

From Pimlico Johren was taken to New Y'ork and mended his manners b.v winning a little race at 
his first attempt in his new scene of activity. This was at Jamaica. May L'l, in a purse race at a mile 
and seventj' yards. His next attempt was against more formidable opimuents. The race was the 
fort.v-third riiiiiiing of the Withers Stakes at a mile, in which he finished fourth to Motor Cop, Cum Sail 
and TroniiK* 1m Mort in 1:39% on a slow track. He was unlucky and. closing a big gap. finished with a 
rush. Lucullite, Sun Briar, Mar Cloud. Flags, Nepperhan and Snai>dragon II. finished liehiud him. So, 
on the whole, his nic<‘ was a good one. He followed it up b.v entering uisni a series of notable triumphs. 
At Belmont Park. June «. be won a mile purse race in 1:39% and defeated Com Tassid, Hand Grenade, 
and two lesaer lights. Then came his first high-class victory. This was achieved in the long-famous 
Suburban Handicap at a mile and a quarter, for which the starters, weights and order of the finish were: 
Johren. 110 imiinds, Hollister, 113. Battle, 107, Cudgel, 133, Hendrie. 11« and Spur. 123. Rightfully the 
splendid Cudgel was the favorite and went to the |M»st at 8 to r.. Simr was second choice at 3 to 1 and 
Johren was a 10 to 1 outsider in the betting. But that did not prevent him from racing into the lead si>on 
after the start and, keeping his pride of place grandly, he swept past the judges an easy winner b.v a 
length and a half in 2:06, with Hollister second and Battle third, the latter defeating Cudgel by a head 
for third place. It was long an article of faith that a thn*e-.vear-old could not win the Suburban, but 

.\fricauder slew that illusion in 1903. and since then his example has Is’cn followeil by Fitz Herliert in 

UM(9. Friar Rock in 191(1 and now by Johren. 

< onfirmhig his having ripened into su|K‘rb form he next won the Belmont Stakes at a mile and three- 
eights in 2:20%. Mar Cloud was an even-inone.v favorite and. when Johren won b.v two lengths. M’ar 
Cloud’s owner was .so chagrined that he blamed jiakey Loftus for his colt’s defeat and susiH-nded him 
from riding until recently. ( um Sah was a bad third and Lanins r^ unplaced. .Vll carried 126 imuiuis. 
Having an engagement in the valuable Latonia Derby, Johren was brought west and at laitonia, June 22 
won that race with all ease. He was an wlds-on favorite at 43 to 100 and, running its mile and a half 

in 2:33 with IL’7 iKUinds up, won under a pull by two lengths, with tl«e Kentucky IVrby winner. Ex- 

terminator, second and Freecutter third. Three more started. Then at .\queduct, July 8. he won a purse 
rai-e at :i mile and a sixtei-nth in l:4;i% with 124 iHuinds up. July 11 he st.nrted in the Dwyer St.akes at 
a mUe and an eighth and finished a bud third to M ar Cloud and Jack Hare Jr. It was a rai-e of extraor- 
dinary severity. Jack Hare Jr. ran the first mile in 1:36%, then M'ar Cloud nailed him and won by a 
length in l:!i0. The two leaders carrieil 124 pounds to 1 l* 7 on Johren. which was simply simarely lieaten.

w;is attain Jubi'eii s portion in his next race, hut lii^lily lioiioral>le defeat. This was in the 
Travers .Stakes of a mile and a quarter at Saratoga August 17. The starters wen- .Sun Briar. 1 l* 0 pounds, 
Johren and M’ar Cloud. 126 each, and Exterminator. 123. Sun Briar was the favorite at 11 to 10 ami 
the winner b.v a short head from Jidiren in 2:03%. with M’ar Cloud six lengths away, third. On the basis 
of weight carried. Johren was clearly the best horse in the race. August L’7, he won the Huron Handicap 
Biving Hand Grenade eight pounds and an easy l«-ating at a mile and thn-e-sixteenths in l:.-,7%, „nil 
followed this by easily defeating Roamer a few days back for tlie Saratog.a Cup at weight -for-age The 
record and jieiligree of the sterling i-olt are as follows:

New York. Sejitemlier 7. — The easiest victory ever 
rei-orded in tlie histor.v of the laiwrenee Realization 
Stakes was scored ii.v H. I*. M’hitney’s Englisii- 
hred Colt Johren this aftenusm at Belmont Bark 
Is'fore a treinendons crowd. Bapp was seratehed, 
leiiving onl.v M'liipiMsirwill as an opponent for Joli- 
ren. Roliiiisoii had the gn*at son of S|»-armint 
under a stout pull all the wa.v, and while M’hi|i- 
issirwill sta.veil the route gamely, he was oiit- 
elassed and eonid never make Johren extend him- 
self. Johren ndurned to the scales slightly lame, 
hut seemed to walk off in sound condition. 

The I.awrenee Realization was first run in 1889. 
and its first winner was Salvator. The history of 
the Realization sini'C 1967 is here briefly iiresented:

A. K. Macomher’s M’ar Beniiant. under light 
weight and coiifidentl.v riihlen liy Ta;tliii, easily 
aci-ounteil for the Champagne Stakes, the secondary 
feature of the afternisin. The winner resjionded to 
Tapliu’s urging «t the eighth post and from there 
on he was content to sit still while Terentia tired 
under her heavy imisist. Terentia ran a good race 
and carried her lieavy impost well. Questionnaire 
began slowly, but after being straigliteneil away. 
Iierformed creditably and had no difficnit.v dispos- 
ing of tlie other lightly weiglittsl starters. 

Tlie Champagne Stakes was run for the fort.v- 
niiith time tmla.v, having been established in l.s« 7 . 
Tlie interesting history of this old fixture from 
1907 is her«‘ presented in condensed form:

The M’liitestone Steeplechase resulted in .i tlirilling 
finish in wliieh Nutmeg, under a imwerfni ride on 
the part of Fred M’illiams, managed to outlast the 
strong finishing Reddest. Tlie winner jnni|>ed well 
lit all luit one hedge and displayed rare gameness 
when Inird pressed in the final drive. Keddest’s 
rai-e was a big improvement over some of his 
recent iH*rforman«-es. Doublet, tlie favorite, suf- 
fered fi-om a bad ride. M’ith lietter handling he 
surely would have made it interesting for the 
leaders. 

Ed .Vriington’s Koh-i-Noor disapiMiinted her 
backers in the fifth rai-e, a dash of a mile far 
fillies and mares, after holding out InqieN of an 
easy victory. She displayed high s|M>ed in the earl.v 
rininiiig and had wliat apiH-ared to be a safe leiui 
turning for Imiue. However, she liegan to show 
signs of weakening when eballenged by Right, 
whicli finished strongly and drew away in dwisive 
fashion at the end. 

Tlie largest field of tlie afternoon eontestisl tlie 
rnniiing of the closing nice and the (Jiiiney Stable’s 
'i’eresa J. was ivtiirned an easy winner, with Blia- 
iarins and Bill Mi-Cloy getting the minor lairtions 
of tlie purse. 

Horsemen agreed tliat the race run hy Terentia 
at the difference in weight was a meritorious 
achievement. She had M’ar Bennant straight from 
the start, giving him twenty-two iiounds in weight 
according to tlie scale.

SIPES OF THE WINNING TWO-YEAR-OLDS AND THE 
EARNINGS OF THEIR PROGENY THIS YEAR 



If the dead Ben Brush has any way of viewing things mundane from horse heaven he cannot fail to 
rejoice over tlie impression his lusty sons are making on American breetling. With Sweep at the head of 
tlie sire list in winning two-.vear-olds of 1918 and having a fair chance to be the premier sire of the 
year, reinforced by tlie two-year-old iirogeiiy of Broomstiek, Delhi, Von Tronip and Theo Cook, his family 
is flourishing vastly. Star Slioot ties Sweep in nuiiilier of winning two-year-olds, but there is no eom- 
parisoii in races and money won by tlieir respective progeny. No sire lias six winners, but Celt and Uncle 
have five eacli. A iH-i-iiliarity in Um le’s ease is tlnit his high-pric-ed yearling colts of last .Tear have done 
nothing effective in this year’s racing, while nearly all of his fillies sold at auction have won good races. 
So far Uncle Wliite is his oiil.v winning colt. It would not lie without racing precedents to find some of 
Ills costly eolts making ginsl next .vear as three-year-olds. Disguise, Helmet, the dead I’eep o’Diiy unci 
Tnip Rwk are a group with four winners each. Elfin Queen is a credit to Disguise, but trained off after 
seeming likely to lie the star of the .vear among the fillies. Arranged nnder their sires, here are. the 
names and records of every winning two-year-old up to Septemlier 1:

IMPROVING SITUATION IN FRANCE 



The great successes of tlie allied forces in Franee 
have had an immediate and lieiiefieial effect on the 
horse breeding industry in Franee. Insist Wednes- 
day’s issue of “Le Jwkey” contains the welcome 
information that, in view of the improvement in the 
situation, the minister of agriculture, SI. Boret, in 
reply to a letter from the A'ieomte d’Hareourt (on 
behalf of the Soeiete d’Eneouragenient). and after 
eoiisiiltation with the military governor of Paris, has 
agreed to allow ten days’ raring at liaisons -Liffitte 
from October 15 to November 14. The racing is to 
be of the “test” order, similar in all respects to 
that Off 1917. A total of iiearl.v $60,000 will be dis- 
tribnt(Hl over tiie ten days, on each of wliieli a 
program of six races will be rim throngh. Of tliis 
sum of $40,000 is to be given by the Soeiete d’En- 
eonragement, and the remainder by the 8 <K-iete S|K»rt- 
rve d’Eneonragement. The Steeplechase Society like- 
wise will soon iniiugnnite its series of test meetings, 
which are to commence on October 3 and end in 
the early days of Deeembi'r, the prizes to he run 
for Is'iiig of the total Vali.e, roiiglily, of $.50.00(1. 
The St(K'pleehase Society and the Soeiete d’En- 
eoiiragemeiit are each likewise, giving alxsit $2,300 
toward tlK' various test races wliieh are to be run 
at Bordeaux. — London Sjiortsmaii.

New York. Se|iteml»er 7. — Lieut. G. A. Roy of the 
Freneh High CommiKKion. who is in this country as 
iiii acknowletiged ex|>ert in the science of horse 
i>re<*»linK for his government and who lias for some 
time l>een assisting the Ftsieral autliorities in their 
sean-h for .suitable sires for use at the breeding 
reservations in Montana, Oklahoma and Virginia. 
wIh'ii askiHl a few days ago to tell of the successes 
achieved in his own country in the jiriMluction of 
a s|>ecial tyi**' of war Horst* had the fidlowing to 
say :

BACKING AMERICAN SHIPS WITH AMERI- 
CAN DOLLARS 



(Ity l£dwanl N. Hurley, Chuirtuan United States

Tlie United States is tlie greatest coffee consum- 
ing nation in the world. 

We buy erery year from Braiii about $100,000,- 
(MKi worth of coffee. Potentially, that should be 
tlie great<‘st inflnein-e for sales of our own products 
to Braail. .\ctually. tills coffee consumption has 
yielibsl to the Unitetl States only a fraction of its 
jsiteutial benefits. 

Kimi|iean shipping concerns hare controlled prac- 
ti<-all.T all shiinnents from Rio de Janeiro and San- 
tos to New York and New Orleans. About two- 
tliirds of the coffee comes to New York and one- 
tliird to N<‘W Orleans. An average of three ships 
a month were required in normal times to carry to 
New Orleans the 2,000.000 bags for the south and 
middle west. In a well-balanced trade these ships 
would liave been available for return cargoes of 
American products. 

The middle west especially might have been iu an 
advantageous {losition because it could command 
lower railroad rates to New Orleans than New 
York. But tlie ships of this coffee fleet, all under 
for<-ign flags, made no effort to secure return car- 
goes. After flischarging coffee they loaded with 
cotton and other raw materials for European man- 
ufiictiirers. They steamed away to Ihirope, took 
on cargqf-s of manufactured goods made largely 
from American raw materials and carried these 
back to Brasil. 

La<‘king ships to South America and banks on 
that continent our coffee importers had to pay 
exchange and commission to European banks. The 
foreign sliiiis upon which we depended provided a 
smooth highway from Braailian coffee into New 
Orleans, greased the way for American raw ma- 
terials to reach European mills and carried Euro- 
pean goods to Brasil, where they were paid for 
with tlie Brazilians’ profits on sales of coffee to 
tlie I'nited States. These foreign ships were so 
ruiiti-d that they rendered their first service to the 
Kiiro|iean exjiorter, their second servic-e to the Bra- 
silian coffee grower — and we came in for service 
after that. 

Onr fondgn trade has been full of opportunities 
like this. But, lacking American merchant ships 
and .\merican banking facilities in other countries, 
we have let the foreigner improve the opportunities. 

Now we are building a real merchant marine. 
American banks are establishing foreign brandies. 
Tlie Ameri<-an ship and the American dollar are go- 
ing to work togetlier, and the more attention we 
|Kiy to this gr<‘at field of business the harder they 
will work for ns. 

Shipbuilding for war purposes has made a tre- 
mendous appeal to tlie American imagination. We 
must now put onr meri-hnnt marine into the nation’s 
thought in Just the same way. These are the na- 
tion’s ships. They will increase prosperity for 
people in the com belt even more than those on 
the seaboard. They will serve the farmer and 
consumer even more than the manufacturer and ex-, 
IHirter. When we get the American merchant ma- 
rine into the daily thought of every pnalucer, and 
our boys and girls play with shipping toys, and 
American youth consider the sea in choosing a 
career, then we shall have something upon which to 
build foreign trade, foreign exchange, foreign in- 
vestment. 

Our trade abroad has grown haphazard, like Topsy, 
and become lopsided- in many ways. It hasi been 
unbalanced financially, so that our profits have gone 
to pay foreign shiiiping companies, bankers and 
insurance brokers. It has been unbalanced in ton- 
nage, so that while we bought products of other 
nationa and should have been building trade with 
them in finished goods, we have merely supplied 
raw materials for other manufacturing nations. We 
have been set aside on one leg of tlie triangular 
voyage wrfaen we should have been doing business 
dire<-t, give and take, as we do it at home — ^you 
deal with me and I deal with you. Our foreign 
trade has grown against every handicap simply be- 
cause of excellent American products which over- 
came competition on merit. 

Ships are the rallying point round which we must 
pull all this business together, and now is the time

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



Organization of the First American field army in 
France is progressing so rapidly that General Marcli 
told members of the senate military committee yes- 
terday nearly 95 per cent of the American troops 
brigaded with the British and French have been 
withdrawn and are being assembled at a point he 
did not designate. This accounts for the small 
number of Americans engaged in the present for- 
ward movement of the allies. Because of the 
gradual withdrawal of American troops which have 
been brigaihsl with French and British forces, the 
senators said they were told, only one division — tiie 
'Thirty-second — is now engaged in the present battle. 
The situation on the western front. General March 
said, is more satisfactory than it has been in 
months. Good x>rogress is being made, he said, and 
the outlook is bright. At no point along the front 
where the present battle is raging arc the allies 
more than twelve miles from the Hindenbiirg line, 
while upon the upper part this line has been pierced 
by the British troops. 

General demoralization of the German population 
and widespread and growing dissatisfaction in the 
German army, accompanied by mutiny and deser- 
tions, are described in a dispatch to the London 
Daily Telegraph from its Rotterdam correspondent 
under date of Tliursday. The correspondent says 
that information reaching him is so sensational as 
to inspire skepticism, but declares tliat he has re- 
ceived corroboration from authoritative sources which 
establishes the authenticity of the Information be- 
yond a doubt. 

Newspaper display advertising will be relied on 
more than ever to sell bonds during the fourth Lib- 
erty Ix>an camiKiign, which opens September 28. In 
full page ami part x>age advertisements, designed by 
traineil advertising men, the story of Liberty Bonds 
will be borne home to newsfiaiier readers. The cam- 
I>aign will be to advertise the war as much as to 
sell bonds. 

Bolslawik authorities at Moscow have been warned 
by the allied (lowers, through the ministers of Hol- 
land, Denmark. Switzerland and Norway, that tliey 
will be held iiersonally resxioasible for the safety 
of allieil consular officers and missions now detained 
iu Russia. 



SPLASH HEARD AROUND THE WORLD 



They are sliding down the ways. From Maine to 
Florida, from the great lakes to the gulf, the 
vessels of this great new merchant marine are daily 
making the splash that is beard around the world. 
During the month of July 123 shifis were launched — 
breaking all world records. More ships were 
launched within the last sixty days than were built 
in any one year previous to the iiresent United 
States Shipping Board, of which Edward N. Hurley 
is chairman. The total deadweight tonnage of ves- 
sels launched during July was 631,944 tons. Since 
August, 1917, when tlie shipping board began ofiera- 
tions, there have been completed and delivered 
thirty-seven steel contract ships, with a deadweight 
toonage of 245,706, and 210 requisitioned steel 
ships of 1,571,856 tons. Almost half of this tonnage 
waa delivered in the last three months — 775,545, to 
be ezacL
